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Mr. Hanford L. Story, Registrar of the 
Museum, has been appointed Field Assistant in 
the work of the Harvard University-Museum of 
Fine Arts Egyptian Expedition, and left Boston 
January 1 6 for Egypt. The duties are not new 
to Mr. Story, who was in charge under Dr. Reisner 
of the excavations that brought to light the massive 
cedar sarcophagus of the Middle Empire, shortly to 
be placed on exhibition in the Egyptian galleries.
